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1.0 INTRODUCTION 
 
The U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) directed the Tetra Tech EM Inc. (Tetra Tech) 

Superfund Technical Assessment and Response Team (START) to conduct a Phase I Environmental Site 

Assessment (ESA) at the Tennessee Wheel and Rubber (TNW&R) TBA (Targeted Brownfield 

Assessment) site (the property) located in Nashville, Davidson County, Tennessee.  This work was 

assigned under Contract No. EP-W-05-054, Technical Direction Document (TDD) No. TTEMI-05-003-

0052.  The TNW&R property is located at 817 18th Avenue North in downtown Nashville.  The property 

is located in a residential and light industrial area of Nashville.  Specifically, the property is 

approximately 2 acres in size and bounded by 18th and 19th Streets to the east and west.  The property is 

bounded to the south by TC Railroad, with an industrial facility beyond; and to the north by vacant and 

residential lots with Herman Street beyond (see Appendix A, Figure 1). 

 

1.1  PURPOSE 

 

The purpose of the Phase I ESA is to evaluate the potential environmental liability associated with the 

property.  The environmental assessment serves to identify conditions or activities at the property and on 

nearby properties that present existing or potential environmental hazards.  The information contained in 

this report is intended to assist interested parties in deciding whether additional investigation or 

remediation of the property is required.  The contents of this report should not be construed as a 

recommendation by Tetra Tech for or against purchase, sale, financing, or redevelopment of the TNW&R 

property. 

 

Information required to complete the Phase I ESA was obtained from interviews of people with 

knowledge of the property, a commercial database of federal and state records, and other resources, as 

follows: 

  
• U.S. EPA Region 4, Atlanta, Georgia 
• U.S. Geological Survey (USGS), Reston, Virginia, Nashville West, Tennessee 

Quadrangle 1997. 
• Tennessee Department of Environment and Conservation (TDEC) 
• Environmental Data Resources (EDR) Radius Map with GeoCheck.  Database Search 

Results, 2008.   
• Davidson County Tax Assessor’s Office, Nashville, Tennessee 
• Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) National Flood Insurance Program, 

Flood Insurance Rate Map (FIRM) 2001. 
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The information is assumed to be complete and correct.  Tetra Tech cannot be responsible for the quality 

or content of information from these sources. 

 

1.2 SCOPE OF ASSESSMENT 

 

The American Society for Testing Materials (ASTM) International Standard E 1527-05 (E1527-05) was 

used to set minimum criteria for data collected during the assessment.  The assessment included a 

property reconnaissance for indications of hazardous materials, chemical and fuel storage, electrical 

transformers, distressed flora and fauna, ground surface staining, and suspicious odors.  Tetra Tech 

conducted the reconnaissance at the TNW&R property on October 21, 2008.  Observations were made 

with respect to potentially asbestos-containing materials (ACM), lead-based paint (LBP), and mold, but 

no samples were collected. 

 

The Phase I ESA included research into current and historical land use at the property and surrounding 

area.  The research included interviews with TDEC and EPA and examination of historical photographs 

and Sanborn fire insurance maps to identify past on-site activities that resulted in the presence or likely 

presence of hazardous substances or petroleum products on the property, known as recognized 

environmental conditions (REC).  Available government database information prepared by EDR (2008) 

was reviewed to evaluate both the property and any listed sites within ASTM-recommended search 

distances that could affect the property (see Appendices B and C). 

 

2.0 PROPERTY DESCRIPTION 
 

This section describes the property and its location and discusses the environmental setting. 

 

2.1 PROPERTY LOCATION AND DESCRIPTION 

 

The TNW&R property is located at 817 18th Avenue North in Nashville, Davidson County, Tennessee in 

a residential and light industrial area within the city limits of Nashville (see Figure 1 in Appendix A).  

The property is an abandoned wheel and caster manufacturing facility that operated for an unknown 

amount of time.  The property is bounded by 18th and 19th Streets to the east and west; to the south by TC 

Railroad, with an industrial facility beyond; and to the north by vacant and residential lots with Herman 

Street beyond (see Appendix A, Figure 1).  The Nashville Metro on-line interactive property map states 

that the property is zoned industrial restrictive, is 1.97 acres in area with a frontage of 200 feet and sides 
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of 104 feet in length, is currently owned by Tennessee Wheel and Rubber Company, and was acquired on 

March 1, 1966 (see Appendix D).  Sometime after acquiring the property, Tennessee Wheel and Rubber 

Company filed for bankruptcy.  The property is currently improved with two buildings separated by a 

central flat, open, concrete area.  The buildings both contain multiple rooms that were previously used for 

purposes such as manufacturing, product finishing, and offices.  Currently, a substantial amount of debris 

is located in each of the buildings.   

 

In 2006, EPA initiated an emergency removal action at the property due to observed releases of suspected 

potential hazardous substances and oil from drums stored at the property.  Tetra Tech mobilized to the 

TNW&R property on May 22, 2006 to investigate the property, mitigate ongoing releases, and stabilize 

the property.  However, analytical results provided to EPA indicated numerous hazardous substances and 

prompted additional activities following the initial response to stabilize the property.  These activities 

included: 

 

• Clearing and grubbing of the north sided of the property in order to extract 229 drums from the 
overgrown vegetation. 

 
• Pumping of non-hazardous surface water and accumulated rain water from drums and containers 

to the Metro Water Services Publicly-Owned Treatment Works in Nashville via a nearby storm 
drain. 

 
• Transportation and disposal of 96 containers of waste discovered at the property and crushing 

about 450 empty drums. 
 

• Sampling, pumping, transportation, and recycling of 625 gallons of fuel oil identified in two 
USTs. 

 

Solid samples collected from the property contained measurable concentrations of many metals, including 

arsenic and lead.  Samples collected from drums contained 2-butanone (methyl ethyl ketone) at 

concentrations as high as 3.4 percent; tetrachloroethylene (PCE) at concentrations as high as 98.9 percent; 

toluene at concentrations as high as 90 percent; 2, 6-dinitrotoluene at concentrations as high as 2,050 

milligrams per kilogram (mg/kg); and 4-nitrophenol at concentrations as high as 10,300 micrograms per 

liter (µg/L) (Tetra Tech, 2007).   

 

2.2 ENVIRONMENTAL SETTING 

 

The environmental setting includes information on the area topography, regional and local geology, 

regional hydrogeology, area flooding, and area wetlands.

2.2.1 Topography 

 

The property is located in the Interior Plateau Physiographic Province in the Outer Nashville Basin 

region.  The Outer Nashville Basin is characterized by rolling and hilly topography and slightly higher 

elevations than the surrounding areas.  Streams in the area are of low to moderate gradient (EPA, 2008b).  

The land surface at the property is approximately 460 feet above sea level (see Appendix C). 

 

2.2.2 Regional and Local Geology 

 

The rocks forming the Outer Nashville Basin are capped by cherty-rich Mississippian-age formations and 

some Devonian-age Chattanooga shale.  The region’s limestone rocks and soils are high in phosphorous 

(EPA, 2008b). 

 

2.2.3 Regional Hydrogeology 

 

Ground water in the Nashville area occurs in the Ordovician Carbonate aquifer and consists primarily of 

limestone and dolomite, with small amounts of shale.  Water in the carbonate aquifer occurs in solution-

enlarged openings and is confined to partly confined near land surface.  In many areas, the aquifer is 

connected to land surface by caves and sinkholes.  The principal water bearing formations of the 

Ordovician carbonate aquifer are the Bigby, Carters, Ridley, and Murfreesboro Limestones (National 

Water Summary, 1984).  The EDR report uses the AQUAFLOW Information System to provide data on 

the general direction of groundwater flow at specific points.  The EDR report lists four wells; one, ¼ - ½ 

miles southwest; two, ½ - 1 mile east-northeast; and one, west-southwest of the property, with general 

direction of groundwater flow to the southeast and south-southeast.  The use of the wells, depths, and the 

aquifer which the wells withdraw from are not included in the EDR report (see Appendix C).   Municipal 

water in the Nashville area is provided by surface water obtained from the Cumberland River (EPA, 

2008a; Nashville’s Water Source, 2008).     

 

2.2.4 Flooding 

 

A review of the FEMA Flood Insurance Rate Map for the property indicated that the property is 

designated as Zone X, located outside the 500-year flood plain.  This portion of Nashville is expected to 

be in an area of minimal flooding (see Attachment 1).  
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2.2.5 Wetlands 

 

The property was inspected for the presence of sensitive ecological areas such as wetlands, vegetation, 

and floodplains on or immediately adjacent to the property.  No wetlands were observed during the 

reconnaissance. 

 

The USGS 7.5 minute series topographic map of Nashville, Tennessee (1997), which includes the 

property as well as adjacent properties, does not show any surface water bodies or delineated wetlands on 

the property or adjacent properties.  The Cumberland River is located about 1.5 miles east, 2.5 miles 

north, and 1.9 miles west of the property (MapQuest, 2008) (see Appendix A, Figure 1 and Attachment 

1). 

 

3.0 HISTORICAL LAND USE 
 

The 2005 ASTM guidelines require one historical source capable of documenting a property’s land use 

history.  For this assessment, three sources were used: (1) Sanborn fire insurance maps, (2) historical 

photographs obtained from the Nashville — Davidson County Bicentennial Library, and (3) TDEC 

records (see Appendices E and G).   

 

3.1 OWNERSHIP HISTORY 

 

Property ownership information was obtained from the Davidson County Property Appraiser website.  

This information indicates that the property is currently owned by Tennessee Wheel and Rubber 

Company, with an acquisition date of March 1, 1966.  The property information is contained in Appendix 

D.  Mr. Stephen Ramsey, owner of the property, was contacted and interviewed by Tetra Tech regarding 

the historical use of the property. 

 

3.2  SANBORN FIRE INSURANCE MAPS 

 

Sanborn fire insurance maps, published between 1885 through at least 1971 (in some areas), identify 

potential fire hazards and, therefore, potentially adverse land uses (see Appendix E).  Following is a 

summary of Sanborn maps available for the property and surrounding properties. 
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1914:  The property consists of multiple parcels.  Thirteen residential structures are identified on the 
eastern and western portions of the property.  Two stores are located on the western portion of the 
property.  

1950:  The property consists of six residences, a restaurant, and a machine shop.  A storage area is 
indicated at the rear of the restaurant.  The residences are located on the eastern and western 
portions of the property.  The restaurant is located on the southwestern portion of the property, 
and the machine shop is located on the southeastern portion of the property. 

 
1957:  The property consists of two residences, two restaurants, two stores, and Southern Enameling 

Company.  The residences, restaurants, and stores are located on the northwestern and southern 
portions of the property and the Southern Enameling Company is located on the southeastern 
portion of the property.  The Southern Enameling Company has an enamel bake oven in a 
building with wood posts and a waste loader in the rear.  The restaurant on the southwestern 
portion of the property has an area of fire ruins at the back of the building.  The present-day 
northern building is described as “mounting of rubber tires on industrial wheels.”   

 
1963:  The property consists of one residence, two grocery stores, one vacant and dilapidated structure 

that was previously a store at the southwestern corner of the property, a machine shop, and the 
present-day northern building described as “mounting of rubber tires on industrial wheels.”  The 
residence is located on the southern portion of the property, the grocery stores are located on the 
northwestern portion of the property, and the machine shop is located on the southeastern portion 
of the property.  The present-day northern building is described as having concrete floors, 
plastered walls, and steel posts.  An area south and southwest of the building is indicated to have 
concrete floors.   

 

4.0 PROPERTY INSPECTION 
 

On October 21, 2008, Tetra Tech conducted a reconnaissance or site walkover of the property.  

Photographs were taken during the reconnaissance and are presented in Appendix F.  A summary of 

observations made during the reconnaissance is provided in the sections below. 

 

4.1 CURRENT USES AND CONDITIONS 

 

The TNW&R property is located at 817 18th Avenue North in Nashville, Davidson County, Tennessee in 

a residential and light industrial area within the city limits of Nashville (see Figure 1 in Appendix A).  

The property is an abandoned wheel and caster manufacturing facility that operated for an unknown 

amount of time.  The property is bordered by commercial properties on the east and south, and residential 

properties to the north and west.  The Nashville Metro on-line interactive property map states that the 

property is zoned industrial restrictive, is 1.97 acres with a frontage of 200 feet and sides of 104 feet in 

length, is currently owned by Tennessee Wheel and Rubber Company, and was acquired March 1, 1966 

(see Appendix D).  Sometime after acquiring the property, Tennessee Wheel and Rubber Company filed 

for bankruptcy.  The property is currently improved with two buildings separated by a central flat, open, 
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concrete area.  The buildings both contain multiple rooms that were previously used for purposes such as 

manufacturing, product finishing, and offices.  Currently, a substantial amount of debris is located in each 

of the buildings. 

 

During the reconnaissance of the property and surrounding area, Tetra Tech did not observe any stressed 

vegetation, wetlands, or ponded water.  Tetra Tech observed fill pipes (suggesting the presence of 

underground storage tanks [UST]), aboveground storage tanks (AST), drums, solid waste, transformers, 

fluorescent light ballasts, oily water sumps, potential ACM, and potential LBP.  A palletized container of 

yellow powder believed to be casting sand was observed in the south building. 

   

4.2 ABOVEGROUND AND UNDERGROUND STORAGE TANKS 

 

One AST was observed in the northeastern portion of the north building.  The AST was labeled as 

containing waste oil.  UST-related fill pipes were observed on the northern and southwestern areas of the 

property suggesting the presence of USTs.  However, USTs were not discussed in the EDR report for the 

property.  The presence of the AST and UST fill pipes is considered a REC to the property.  

 

4.3 SOLID WASTE LOCATED ON THE PROPERTY 

 

No refuse containers are located on the property.  On the date of the reconnaissance, solid waste (trash 

and rubber cuttings from tires) was observed extensively distributed throughout both buildings and in the 

open areas of the property.  The solid waste is not considered a REC to the property.  

 

4.4 HAZARDOUS WASTE LOCATED ON THE PROPERTY 

 

Historical information indicates that the property has been used as residences, an enameling company, 

restaurants, a machine shop, and most recently as a rubber wheel manufacturer and mounting company 

(see Appendix C).  Additionally, drums and 5-gallon buckets were observed on the property and adjacent 

property to the west of the north building during the reconnaissance on October 21, 2008.  Some of the 

55-gallon drums observed were labeled as containing hydraulic fluid.  The 55-gallon drum of PCE 

observed in the north building during the 2006 emergency removal activities was removed during the 

2007 activities conducted at the property (Tetra Tech 2006; Tetra Tech 2007).  A discolored area at the 

former location of the PCE drum was observed during the reconnaissance.  Three kilns are located in the 

south building, the bricks from which are thought to contain naturally occurring radioactive material 
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(NORM).  The presence of drums and the reported contents, as well as NORM is considered a non-

ASTM REC to the property.   

 

4.5 ELECTRICAL TRANSFORMERS 

 

During the reconnaissance, the property was inspected for the presence of liquid-cooled electrical units 

(transformers and capacitors).  These units are of possible concern because they may contain 

polychlorinated biphenyls (PCB).  Three pole-mounted transformers were noted on the TNW&R property 

during the reconnaissance.  The transformers appeared to have been damaged, with the wires possibly cut 

or disconnected.  The transformers are thought to be owned by Nashville Electric Service (NES).  The 

presence of the transformers is considered a REC to the property; however, any concerns with the 

transformers will be the responsibility of NES.  

 

Several fluorescent light ballasts of indeterminable age were observed in the two buildings.  The ballasts 

may contain PCBs and are considered a REC to the property.   

 

4.6 ASBESTOS 

 

A visual survey of ACM was conducted at the property.  The following suspect ACM were observed:  

wall and ceiling insulation in the former furnace room in the south building, fireproof sheeting located in 

the north building, remaining 9-inch by 9-inch floor tile mastic on a concrete pad located west of the 

north building, and roofing materials of the north building.  The suspected presence of ACM is 

considered a non-ASTM REC to the property.  

 

4.7 LEAD-BASED PAINT 

 

A visual survey of LBP was conducted at the property.  Several areas of suspect LBP were observed 

associated with debris on the western side of the property.  The suspected presence of LBP is considered a 

non-ASTM REC to the property.  

 

4.8 DRAINS AND SUMPS 

 

Storm drains are located near the western and eastern portions of the property.  The property slopes east, 

toward 18th Street.  Storm water runoff from the property would flow to these storm drains or into storm 
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drains located along 18th Street.  A storm drain was observed near the southwestern corner of the north 

building.   

 

Two sumps were observed in the east end of the north building.  The sumps were partially filled with oily 

water.  The sumps are considered a REC to the property. 

 

4.9 STRESSED VEGETATION 

 

Tetra Tech did not observe any area of stressed vegetation during the property reconnaissance. 

 

5.0 RECORDS REVIEW 

 

Available government database information prepared by EDR (2008) was reviewed to evaluate both the 

property and any listed sites within ASTM-recommended search distances that could affect the property.  

The federal and state databases reviewed are listed in Table 1 of Appendix B. 

 

The property was identified in the Emergency Response Notification System (ERNS); Facility Index 

System/Facility Registry System (FINDS); State Spills (SPILLS); and Comprehensive Environmental 

Response, Compensation, and Liability Information System (CERCLIS) databases.  The ERNS relates to 

the 2006 and 2007 emergency removal action conducted by Tetra Tech on behalf of EPA at the property.  

The FINDS database does not report any pertinent information regarding the property.  The SPILLS 

database reports the property as “an abandoned industrial facility with many drums and seepage from site 

into city drains.”  A date is not given for the SPILLS database report.  The CERCLIS database reports 

removal action starting on May 22, 2006, with a status of “cleaned up” (see Appendix C).   

 

A review of the Comprehensive Environmental Response, Compensation (CERC)-No Further Remedial 

Action Planned (NFRAP) database identified two facilities within about ¼ mile of the TNW&R property.  

These properties are listed in Table 2 of Appendix B. 

 

A review of the Resource Conservation and Recovery Act (RCRA)-NonGen database revealed seven 

facilities located within ¼ mile of the TNW&R property.  The facilities are listed in Table 3 of Appendix 

B. 
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A review of the TDEC Solid Waste Facilities/Landfills (SWF/LF) database identified one SWF/LF 

facility within about 1/8 mile of the TNW&R property.  The facility is listed in Table 4 of Appendix B. 

 

 

A review of the Leaking Underground Storage Tank (LUST) database provided by EDR revealed seven 

LUST facilities within about ½ mile of the TNW&R property, as presented in Table 5 of Appendix B.  

 

A review of the LUST Tennessee Reimbursable USTs (TRUST) database provided by EDR revealed five 

facilities within about ½ mile of the TNW&R property, as presented in Table 6 of Appendix B.   

 

A review of the Historical LUST CO (HIST LUST CO) database provided by EDR revealed one facility 

within ½ mile of the TNW&R property (see Table 7 of Appendix B).  This facility was found in an older, 

no longer used LUST database maintained by TDEC.  The database was last updated in 1994.   

 

A review of the Historical UST (HIST UST) database provided by EDR revealed three facilities within ¼ 

mile of the TNW&R property, as presented in Table 8 of Appendix B. These facilities were found in a 

database no longer updated by TDEC.  The database was last updated in 2005.   

 

None of the facilities listed in the database search appears to present an environmental concern at this 

time based on tank removal and closure information, spill information, relative topographic location, and 

distance from the property.   

 
6.0 ENVIRONMENTAL CONCERNS 

 

Environmental concerns associated with the property were identified both on and off the property, as 

described below. 

 

6.1 ON THE PROPERTY 

 

Based on the October 21, 2008, reconnaissance and a review of the available historical and environmental 

records, the following RECs were identified as associated with the property: 

 

• Previous uses of the property have included residences, commercial activities (such as restaurants 
and stores), and industrial uses (such as machine shop and recent use in wheel manufacturing).  
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PCE is known to have been used in prior operations.  The historical use of the property is 
considered a REC to the property. 

 

• Two UST fill pipes were observed during the reconnaissance.  The USTs were thought to have 
contained fuel that was used in the furnaces; however, the USTs were not registered, so the 
contents, sizes, and age of the USTs are not known.  Potential soil and groundwater 
contamination may exist on the property as a result of leakage from these tanks.  The USTs are 
considered a REC to the property. 

 
• Drums in various conditions were observed in several areas of the property.  Several of the drums 

are labeled “hydraulic fluid,” while other drums are unlabeled and appeared to contain solid 
waste.  The drums are considered a REC to the property. 

 
• Large amounts of solid waste (trash and rubber tire cuttings) were observed throughout the north 

and south buildings.  The composition and origin of the waste are not known.  The waste is not 
considered a REC to the property. 

 
• A palletized container of yellow powder believed to be casting sand was observed in the south 

building.  The casting sand is not a REC to the Property.   
 
• EPA initiated an emergency removal action at the property in 2006.  During the activities, a drum 

of PCE was observed in the north building and the drum was removed during subsequent removal 
activities.  An associated discolored area was observed in the vicinity of the drum.  The presence 
of a discolored area in the vicinity of the former location of the PCE drum and historical use of 
PCE, as well as the potential spill of PCE, is considered a REC to the property. 

 
• Two oily sumps are located in the northeastern portion of the north building.  The historical use 

and contents of these sumps are unknown.  They are considered RECs to the property. 
 
• The following suspect ACM were observed:  wall and ceiling insulation in the former furnace 

room in the south building, fireproof sheeting located in the north building, remaining 9-inch by 
9-inch floor tile mastic on a concrete pad located west of the north building, and roofing materials 
of the north building.  The suspected presence ACM is considered a non-ASTM REC to the 
property. 
 

• Numerous old light ballasts, likely older than 1978, were observed that may contain PCBs.  
Additionally, three pole-mounted transformers were observed in the central courtyard and are 
possibly damaged.  The transformers are thought to be owned by Nashville Electric Service 
(NES).  The presence of the transformers is considered a REC to the property; however, any 
concerns with the transformers will be the responsibility of NES.  The ballasts are considered a 
REC to the property. 
 

• Given the age of the buildings, it is likely that LBP is present.  Suspect LBP was observed on 
debris on the western side of the property, and is thought to be on the exterior and possibly the 
interior walls of the buildings.  The suspect LBP is considered a non-ASTM REC to the property. 

 
• The fire brick in the kiln in the south building is suspected to contain NORM.  NORM is 

considered a non-ASTM REC to the property. 
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• An area of the courtyard adjacent to the north building appears to have sustained a fire.  
According to Mr. Ramsey, this is where the chemical storage shed was located.  Chemicals were 
reported to have been in the shed when the fire occurred.  The location of the burned shed is 
considered a REC to the Property. 

 

6.2 OFF THE PROPERTY 

 

A review of federal and state database information identified several facilities within the ASTM-

recommended search distances from the property.  None of the facilities listed in the database search 

appears to present an environmental concern at this time based on tank removal and closure information, 

spill information, relative topographic location, and distance from the property.  Crushed drums were 

observed on the adjacent property in the courtyard located west of the north building. 

 

6.3 DATA GAPS 

 

Two data gaps were identified during the Phase I ESA.  Tetra Tech was unable to reach the owners of 

adjacent properties to conduct interviews.  Also, time gaps of more than 5 years were noted in available 

historical information and aerial photographs.  Tetra Tech does not believe that these data gaps impact the 

ability to render an opinion regarding potential RECs or de minimis conditions for the property. 

 

7.0 CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 
 

Tetra Tech performed a Phase I ESA for the property, and the findings are provided in Sections 3.0 

through 6.0 of this report.  Based on the findings, several conclusions were developed, as described 

below. 

 

Recognized Environmental Conditions 

 

A recognized environmental condition is defined as “the presence or likely presence of any hazardous 

substances or petroleum products on a property under conditions that indicate an existing release, a past 

release, or a material threat of a release of any hazardous substances or petroleum products into structures 

on the property or into the ground, groundwater or surface water of the property.”  Recognized 

environmental conditions do not “include de minimis conditions that generally do not present a material 

risk of harm to public health or the environment, and that generally would not be the subject of an 
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enforcement action if brought to the attention of appropriate government agencies.  Conditions 

determined to be de minimis are not recognized environmental conditions” (ASTM E 1527-05). 

This Phase I ESA has revealed the following recognized environmental conditions in connection with the 

TNW&R property: 
 
• Previous uses of the property have included residences, commercial activities (such as restaurants 

and stores), and industrial uses (such as machine shop and recent use in wheel manufacturing).  
PCE is known to have been used in prior operations.  The historical use is considered a REC to 
the property. 

 
• Two UST fill pipes were observed during the reconnaissance.  The USTs were thought to have 

contained fuel oil that was used in the furnaces; however, the USTs were not registered, so the 
contents, sizes, and age of the USTs are not known.  Potential soil and groundwater 
contamination may exist on the property as a result of leakage from these tanks.  The USTs are 
considered a REC to the property.  

 
• Drums in various conditions were observed in several areas of the property.  Several of the drums 

are labeled “hydraulic fluid,” while other drums are unlabeled and appeared to contain solid 
waste.  Crushed drums were observed on the adjacent property in the courtyard located west of 
the north building.  The drums are considered a REC to the property. 

 
• A palletized container of yellow powder believed to be casting sand was observed in the south 

building.  The casting sand is not a REC to the Property.  
 
• During previous ER activities on the property, a drum of PCE was observed in the north building.  

The drum is no longer present.  An associated discolored area was observed in the area of the 
drum.  The presence and historical use, along with the potential spill of PCE, are considered a 
REC to the property.  

 
• Two oily sumps are located in the northeastern portion of the north building.  The historical use 

and contents of these sumps is unknown.  They are considered RECs to the property.   
 
• Numerous old light ballasts, likely older than 1978, were observed that may contain PCBs.  

Additionally, three pole-mounted transformers were observed in the central courtyard and are 
possibly damaged.  The transformers are thought to be owned by NES.  The presence of the 
transformers is considered a REC to the property; however, any concerns with the transformers 
will be the responsibility of NES.  The ballasts are considered a REC to the property.   

 
• An area of the courtyard adjacent to the north building appears to have sustained a fire.  

According to Mr. Ramsey, this is where the chemical storage shed was located.  Chemicals were 
reported to have been in the shed when the fire occurred.  The location of the burned shed is 
considered a REC to the Property. 

 

Additionally, the following non-ASTM RECs were observed for the property: 

 

• The following suspect ACM were observed:  wall and ceiling insulation in the former furnace 
room in the south building, fireproof sheeting located in the north building, remaining 9-inch by 
9-inch floor tile mastic on a concrete pad located west of the north building, and roofing materials

of the north building.  The suspected presence ACM is considered a non-ASTM REC to the 
property.  

 
• Given the age of the buildings, it is likely that LBP is present.  Suspect LBP was observed on 

debris on the west side of the property and is thought to be on the exterior and possibly the 
interior walls of the buildings.  The suspect LBP is considered a non-ASTM REC to the property.  

 
• The fire brick in the kiln in the south building are suspected to contain NORM.  NORM is 

considered a non-ASTM REC to the property.  
 

Based on the findings of the Phase I ESA, Tetra Tech recommends conducting a Phase II Limited 

Subsurface ESA to include an electromagnetic survey to identify potential USTs or other buried 

containers and the collection of subsurface soil and ground water samples to evaluate the presence of 

contamination at the property.
